200706, registered 28 May 2002). The violence in the extended version is much the same as in the 
original, but there is more of it. The dominant effect of both versions of the feature is a 
harrowing, spectacular and graphic account of war. 

As well as extended footage in the feature, the DVD has some notices and a very short 
introduction to the feature by director John Woo. The additional material on the DVD does not 
provide grounds to alter the classification given to the original publication. 
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
